Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1947. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  list  of  the  staff  that  there  have  been 
a  good  many  changes  during  the  year.  There  was  no  Deputy 
Medical  Officer  from  the  end  of  January  to  the  beginning  of 
April  and  no  Junior  Medical  Officer  from  the  end  of  March  until 
the  21st  July.  This  depletion  of  Medical  staff  has  been  an 
unwelcome  brake  on  the  activities  of  the  Department  and  has 
prevented  the  continuity  which  is  so  essential  to  first- class 
preventive  work.  Fortunately,  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Services  had  the  advantage  of  having  the  same  Medical 
Officer,  Dr.  Eeles,  who  has  so  long  looked  after  this  Section  of  the 
work  with  marked  ability. 

Miss  Staniforth,  Senior  Health  Visitor,  retired  from  the 
service  of  the  Corporation  on  the  30th  June  and  her  place  was 
taken  by  Miss  Robertshaw,  who  came  next  in  seniority.  The 
vacancy  created  by  this  retirement  was  not  filled  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 


The  many  other  staff  changes  will  be  noted  in  the  body  of 
the  Report  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  detail  them  here,  but  only 
to  say  that  they  have  been  considerable  and  have  naturally 
caused  departmental  anxiety  from  time  to  time. 

From  the  general  statistics  it  will  be  noted  that  there  were 
1,201  births  during  the  year,  equal  to  a  Birth  Rate  of  20.8. 
There  were  three  maternal  deaths  equal  to  2.4  per  1,000  (live  and 
still)  births.  Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  were  39.9  per 
1,000  live  births,  whereas  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants  under 
one  year  were  56.3  per  1,000  illegitimate  live  births.  Comparing 
these  figures,  one  is  apt  to  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  care 
lavished  on  the  illegitimate  child  is  not  comparable  to  that 
given  to  children  in  happier  circumstances,  but  the  numbers 
dealt  with  in  a  Report  like  this  are  much  too  small  to  have  any 
real  significance  for  comparative  purposes. 
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The  care  of  premature  infants  received  even  closer  attention 
than  in  the  past  and  special  facilities  were  available  for 
encouraging  survival.  There  were  185  premature  babies  born 
and  of  that  number  133  births  occurred  in  Hospitals  and  Nursing 
Homes  and  52  at  home.  Forty-five  of  the  52  were  still  surviving 
at  the  end  of  one  month  and  103  of  the  133  institutional  babies 
were  also  alive  at  the  end  of  the  same  period 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  year  was  almost  identical  with  the 
figure  for  1946  and  over  50%  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  from 
cancer  and  diseases  of  the  blood  circulation. 

The  detailed  reports  on  the  water  supply  of  the  City,  kindly 
supplied  by  the  Waterworks  Engineer,  are  now  becoming  a  well- 
established  Section  in  my  Annual  Report  and  I  wish  to  express 
my  thanks  to  Mr.  White,  the  Waterworks  Engineer,  for  his 
helpful  co-operation. 

The  work  of  Dr,  Eeles  needs  no  commendation  from  me,  as 
one  has  only  to  read  her  Report  to  recognise  what  a  wealth  of 
knowledge  and  experience  she  brings  to  bear  on  her  specialty 
as  set  out  in  the  particulars  she  gives  so  lucidly  and  meticulously. 
As  mentioned  in  my  last  Report,  the  Maternity  Hospital  staffing 
is  a  problem  which  is  difficult  of  solution  and  which  causes 
considerable  anxiety  from  time  to  time.  In  spite  of  this,  the 
work  at  the  Maternity  Hospital  continues  on  a  high  standard  of 
excellence 

My  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Roberts,  has  prepared  an 
exhaustive  and  interesting  Report  on  the  sanitary  conditions  of 
the  City  and  the  Supervision  of  Foodstuffs.  He  continues  to 
make  available,  in  tabulated  form,  the  day-to  day  work  of  his 
Section  of  the  Department  and  it  will  be  seen  that  no  effort  is 
ever  spared  to  safeguard  the  food  of  the  City  and  to  keep  the 
environment  of  the  people  such  as  will  play  its  part  in  the 
prevention  of  disease.  Mr.  Roberts  brings  a  long  experience  and 
detailed  knowledge  to  the  work  of  preparing  his  Report  each 
year  and  it  is  a  document  which  can  be  studied  with  advantage. 

Once  again  I  am  able  to  include  the  Anpual  Report  of  the 
City  Analyst,  Mr.  C.  H.  Manley,  M.A.  (Oxon.).,  F.R.I.C.,  and 
although  set  down  in  figures  and  in  comparatively  small  compass, 
it  is  really  a  very  human  document  because  it  tells  not  only  of 
the  shortcomings  discovered  from  time  to  time  in  connection 
with  the  manufacture,  preparation  and  sale  of  foodstuffs,  but 
also  indicates  what  the  position  might  be  if  the  local  authority’s 
supervision  of  this  every-day  matter  were  not  close  and  sustained. 


The  actual  compilation  of  the  substance  of  this  Report  has 
been  carried  out  by  Mr.  W.  V.  Morris,  my  Chief  Clerk,  Mr.  K. 
Birdsall,  Deputy  Chief  Clerk  and  Miss  P.  Goldthorpe,  Senior 
Clerk,  to  all  of  whom  my  sincere  thanks  are  due.  The  amount 
of  work  carried  out  in  the  Department  throughout  the  year  has 
been  well  up  to  the  average  and  when  one  comes  to  read  over 
an  epitome  of  the  year’s  activities,  such  as  an  Annual  Report  can 
only  be,  it  is  difficult  to  realise  that  so  much  has  to  be  done  to 
produce  so  little.  On  the  other  hand  one  is  enabled  to  see  that 
the  work  of  a  Public  Health  Department  does  hang  together  as 
one  integral  whole  and  that  the  various  sections  of  the  work, 
although  apparently  separate  as  they  function  throughout  the 
year,  fall  into  their  own  particular  niche  \\;hen  they  come  to  take 
their  place  in  assessing  the  work  of  the  Department  as  a  whole.

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Population. 

The  civilian  population  in  June,  1947,  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar-General,  was  57,690,  an  increase  of  680  on  the  corres¬ 
ponding  figure  for  1946.  During  the  same  period  the  natural 
increase,  i.e.,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  was  533. 


Births. 


The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  City  among 
residents  was  1,163.  The  Registrar-General’s  total  figure, 
including  births  in  respect  of  residents  confined  outside  the  City 
was  1,201,  as  compared  with  1,170  for  the  previous  yeai .  The 
birth-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  1947  was  therefore 
20.8,  as  compared  with  20.5  in  1946  and  18.0  in  1945. 

Of  the  live  births  71  (5.9  per  cent.)  were  illegitimate.  The 
net  number  of  still-births  registered  was  34. 

Notifications  of  births  totalled  1,957,  including  75  still¬ 
births. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants. 

« 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  special  measures  have  been  instituted  for  the  care  of 
premature  infants.  A  small  ward  in  the  Maternity  Hospital  has 
been  equipped  for  use  as  a  premature  baby  nursery,  and,  if 
necessary,  babies  born  on  the  district  are  admitted  to  this  ward. 

Duiing  the  year,  the  total  number  of  premature  babies 
notified  in  the  City  was  185.  Of  these  52  were  born  at  home 
and  133  in  hospitals  and  nursing  homes,  including  the  Maternity 
Hospital. 

Of  the  52  premature  babies  born  at  home  46  were  nursed 
entirely  at  home  and  6  were  admitted  to  hospital.  Three  of  the 
52  nfants  died  during  the  first  24  hours,  and  at  the  end  of 
one  month  45  out  of  the  52  had  survived. 
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Of  the  133  premature  babies  born  in  hospital,  15  died  during 
the  first  24  hours,  and  a  total  of  103  survived  at  the  end  of  one 
month.

Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  Wakefield  during 
1947  was  993,  including  370  non-residents.  In  addition  4 5 
deaths  of  residents  occurred  outside  the  City.  The  number  of 
resident  deaths  was  therefore  668  (359  males  and  309  females), 
giving  a  death-rate  of  11.6  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The 
corresponding  figures  for  the  years  1946  and  1945  were  11.5  and 
12.7  respectively.  The  crude  death  rates  are  given  in  tach 
case  as  the  Registrar-General  is  now  unable  io  supply  compara¬ 
bility  factors. 

The  death-rate  of  11.6  compares  with  12.0  for  the  whole 
of  England  and  Wales,  13.0  for  the  126  County  Boroughs  and 
Great  Towns  including  London,  and  12.8  for  London. 


More  than  53  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons 
over  65  years  of  age.  The  principal  causes  of  death  were  as

Infant  Mortality. 

The  number  of  infantile  deaths  (under  one  year  of  age)  was 
48  (25  males  and  23  females)  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate 
of  39.9  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  38.5  in  1946  and  60.2 
in  1945.  The  corresponding  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales  was  41,  and  for  the  County  Boroughs  and  Great  Towns  47. 


The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  (i.e.,  during  the  first  four 
weeks  of  lift!;)  was  17  as.  compared  with  23  in  1946  and  30  in  1945.

Maternal  Mortality, 

There  were  three  maternal  deaths  during  the  year  1947, 
giving  a  maternal  mortality  rate  of  2.43  per  1,000  total  (live  and 
still)  births,  compared  with  1.17  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Two  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  Wakefield  Maternity 
Hospital,  and  one  in  the  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital. 

The  circumstances  of  all  maternal  deaths  are  investigated, 
and  the  information  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General.  This  is  chiefly  provided  by  the  local  Nursing 
Association,  which  employs  eight  full  or  part-time  nurses,  in 
addition  to  the  Superintendent.  The  Corporation  has  an 
arrangement  with  the  Association  for  the  home  nursing  of 
cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  when  required. 

(b)  Infectious  diseases.  The  Health  Visitors  render  assis¬ 
tance  in  the  home  nursing  of  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough, 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  etc. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

By  arrangement  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  the 
Wakefield  Corporation  is  provided  with  facilities  for  patho¬ 
logical  examinations  at  the  County  Hall  Laboratory.  These 
arrangements  include  the  bacteriological  examination  of  water, 
milk,  and  pathological  examinations.  Chemical  Analyses  of 
the  Wakefield  Corporation  water  supply  have  been  made 
by  Messrs.  Lea  and  Mallinder  of  Halifax,  and  Bacteriological 
Examinations  have  been  made  at  the  County  Hall  Laboratory. 
The  Chemical  Analyses  of  food,  drugs  and  fertilisers  are  carried 
out  by  Mr.  C.  H.  Manley,  M.A.  (Oxon.),  F.R.I.C,,#of  Leeds.

(1)  For  infectious  cases,  two  Motor  Ambulances  are 
provided  by  the  Corporation  at  the  Municipal  Hospital  for 
Infectious  Diseases. 

(2)  In  July,  1945,  a  Public  Ambulance  Service 
was  established,  to  take  the  place  of  the  Service  previous^ 
operated  by  Civil  Defence  Personnel.  By  arrangement  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  a  transport  service  for  Emergency  Medical 
Service  patients  is  operated  conjointly  with  this  Service,  enabling 
a  total  establishment  of  four  Ambulances  (two  converted)  and 
four  Cars  to  be  maintained,  manned  throughout  the  24  hours 
by  a  Staff  of  12  Drivers  and  Attendants.

The  above  Table  shows  that,  during  1947,  310  more 
patients  w^ere  conveyed  by  the  Local  Authority’s  Service  than  in 
1946,  with  a  mileage  decrease  of  1,837  miles.  These  figures 
include  emergency  journeys  with  the  Deputy  and  Assistant 
Medical  Officers,  Municipal  District  Midwives,  etc.  The  Emer¬ 
gency  Hospital  Service  showed  a  decrease  of  431  patients 
carried,  with  a  mileage  increase  of  3,721  miles.

On  the  1st  July,  1946,  a  Vehicle  Maintenance  Depot  was 
inaugurated  in  connection  with  the  Ambulance  Service,  on  the 
understanding  that  in  addition  to  keeping  the  vehicles  of  that 
Service  in  repair,  work  would  be  done  for  other  departments  of 
the  Corporation.

The  public  and  voluntary  hospitals  in  Wakefield  are  as 
follows: — 

1.  The  Municipal  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

This  hospital  provides  accommodation  for  97  patients  and 
includes  a  tuberculosis  pavilion  of  16  beds,  a  cubicle  block  of 
12  beds  and  a  discharge  block  of  4  beds.  Particulars  of  the 
patients  treated  during  1947  are  given  in  the  section  of  this 
report  dealing  with  infectious  diseases. 

2.  The  Municipal  Maternity  Hospital. 

This  hospital  provides  accommodation  for  33  patients  and 
there  are  also  two  isolation  beds.  Ante-natal,  post-natal 
and  child  welfare  clinics  are  provided  in  the  attached  Clinic 
Block,  where  the  dental  treatment  of  expectant  mothers  is  also 
carried  out.  Details  of  the  year’s  work  are  given  in  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  section  of  this  report. 

3.  The  West  Riding  Mental  Hospital. 

This  hospital  contains  1,551  beds  for  mental  patients  and 
is  controlled  by  the  West  Riding  Mental  Hospitals  Board. 
The  Military  Authorities  have  taken  over  part  of  the  hospital, 
and  it  now  contains  1,000  Emergency  Beds,  in  addition,  and 
76  reserve. 

4.  The  County  General  Hospital. 

This  Hospital  is  administered  by  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  and  contains  160  beds. 

5.  The  Clayton  Hospital  and  General  Dispensary. 

This  is  a  Voluntary  Hospital  (General)  and  contains  200 
beds. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

There  are  two  Private  Maternity  Homes  in  the  City,  but 
no  Nursing  Homes.  The  Maternity  Homes  are  inspected 
periodically  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  for  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare.

(iii)  As  will  be  seen  from  the  serial  Tables  above,  the  plitmbo^ 
solvency  of  the  raw  water  which  is  somewhat  acid  is, 
after  treatment  and  filtration,  completely  removed.  The 
treatment  consists  of  adding  sufficient  lime  to  the  raw 
water  to  leave  in  the  filtered  water  an  alkalinity  of  lgr. 
p.  gall.  CaCo3  (or  1.4  parts  per  100,000)  and  a  pH  value 
of  7.3  to  7.5.  The  Tables  show  a  final  pH  value  of  6.85  to  7.1 , 
but  I  understand  from  the  Waterworks  Engineer  that  the 
results  obtained  in  his  Department  are  consistently  as 
given  here.  It  appears  kb  at  different  methods  of  estima¬ 
ting  the  pH  value  give  rather  varying  results. 

(iv  )  The  gathering  grounds  which  are  principally  uninhabited 
moorland  were  acquired  by  the  Corporation  in  order  to 
have  full  control  and  thus  prevent  any  possible  contam¬ 
ination.  The  greatest  possible  supervision  is  exercised 
over  the  whole  of  the  gathering  ground  area  and  any 
possible  sources  of  contamination  are  usually  dealt  with 
by  preventing  their  coming  into  being.  As  a  final  pre- 
••  caution  the  water  is  chlorinated  after  filtration. 

(v)  All  the  dwelling  houses  and  all  the  population  in  the  City 
are  supplied  directly  from  public  water  mains. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

(By  William  Roberts,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector). 

General  Remarks. 

In  reviewing  the  work  on  sanitary  administration  during 
the  past  twelve  months  it  is  striking  to  find  so  very  little  change 
having  taken  place.  The  day  to  day  work  of  sanitary  inspection 
becomes  more  and  more  difficult,  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the 
shortages  of  labour  and  materials  which  are  so  vital  in  carrying 
out  a  reasonable  degree  of  maintenance.  Complaints  are 
received  in  ever  increasing  numbers,  which  is  to  be  expected 
owing  to  the  small  amount  of  property  repairs  executed  during 
the  war  years  and  since  that  time.  Indeed  the  position  becomes 
more  acute,  and  the  utmost  difficulty  is  experienced  in  securing 
the  remedy  of  even  the  more  urgent  defects.  This  position  is 
becoming  intolerable  for  a  large  number  of  the  occupiers  of  the 
older  type  of  dwelling  houses,  and  it  is  time  some  special  and 
urgent  consideration  was  given  to  this  long  outstanding  matter. 
Many  properties  were  scheduled  for  clearance  prior  to  1939,  and 
at  that  time  a  large  number  of  other  properties  appeared  to  have 
a  fairly  long  life  before  them,  but  the  rapid  state  of  deterioration 
which  has  set  in  in  the  meantime  will  eventually  render  their 
continued  occupation  a  question  for  serious  thought.  In  any 
case  the  result  of  lack  of  maintenance  will  add  considerably  to 
the  number  of  houses  already  scheduled  as  unfit. 

The  food  supply  both  as  regards  production  and  distribution 
has  been  given  constant  attention,  and  whilst  some  small 
improvements  have  been  effected  a  large  amount  of  work  in  this 
sphere  remains  to  be  done.  The  milk  supply  has  received 
careful  attention,  and  it  will  be  seen  in  another  section  of  the 
report  that  Wakefield  is  becoming  entirely  dependent  on  outside 
production  areas  for  the  main  source  of  supply.  A  further 
increase  has  taken  place  in  the  consumption  of  milk  which  has 
been  subjected  to  heat  treatment.  The  shortage  of  labour  and 
equipment  has  again  retarded  progress  being  made  in  effecting 
outstanding  improvements  in  the  several  premises  used  for 
manufacture,  storage  and  distribution  of  food.  A  special 
effort  has  been  made  to  bring  about  a  more  up-to-date  hygienic 
standard  in  the  handling  of  food. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  before  another  year  passes  some  of 
the  difficulties  now  met  with  will  have  been  removed,  and  that 
more  normal  conditions  will  again  prevail.  We  have  a  large 
amount  of  arrears  to  overtake,  and  the  sooner  it  is  possible  to 
tackle  them  the  better  it  will  be  for  the  whole  community.

During  the  year,  192  water  closets  were  fixed  in  new  and 
existing  property. 

A  total  of  13  trough  closets  have  been  abolished  and  170 
of  this  type  of  convenience  remain.  The  closets  are  situated  in 
the  following  Municipal  Wards  : —  North  Westgate  (32),  South 
Westgate  (10),  St.  John’s  (17),  Eastmoor  (8),  Northgate  (25), 
Kirkgate  (10),  Primrose  Hill  (33),  Calder  (35).  In  each  case 
the  convenience  serves  a  dwelling  house. 

The  progress  made  in  the  conversion  of  trough  closets 
during  the  year  has  been  disappointing.  As  stated  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1946,  notices  have  been  served  under  Section 
47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  conversion  of  68 
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conveniences  into  the  wash  down  type,  but  only  seven  closets 
have  been  dealt  with.  The  work  has  been  retarded  due  to  the 
shortage  of  labour  and  lack  of  fitments,  but  every  effort  is  being 
mad  e  to  expedite  the  completion  o  f  this  important  work.  It 
should  however  be  pointed  out  that  the  greater  part  of  the  109 
closets  not  under  notice  to  convert  are  serving  properties  which 
are  to  be  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act  by  clearance. 

Four  Privy  closets  have  been  dispensed  with  during  the 
year,  and  of  the  25  closets  remaining  22  are  attached  to  dwelling- 
houses  and  three  are  used  in  connection  with  workshops.  All 
the  closets  are  situated  in  areas  not  provided  with  a  sewerage 
system. 

The  number  of  pail  closets  remains  the  same,  7  being- 
attached  to  dwellinghouses  and  4  serve  a  workshop.  The 
lack  of  sewerage  facilities  prohibits  action  being  taken 
to  convert  these  closets. 

REFUSE  STORAGE  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  following  is  a  summary  giving  details  of  the  operation 
of  the  provisions  of  Section  125  of  the  Wakefield  Corporation 
Act.

Smoke  Abatement. 

During  the  year  21  observations  were  made  of  Factory 
chimneys  and  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  serve  a  notice  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  whole  question  of  smoke  emission 
was  about  to  receive  careful  consideration  and  arrangements 
were  being  made  for  a  survey  of  all  the  steam,  raising  plants 
used  at  the  several  factories  in  the  City.  A  considerable  amount 
of  delay  has  been  encountered  in  this  important  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  due  to  staffing  difficulties. 
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The  records  of  the  two  soot  deposit  gauges  in  the  City  show 
that  the  figures  for  the  year  1947  compare  favourably  with  those 
of  the  previous  year.  Whilst  the  figures  for  both  gauges  show  a 
slight  increase,  it  can  be  said  that  generally  the  emission  of  smoke 
is  gradually  being  reduced  and  so  far  as  Wakefield  is  concerned 
the  figures  compare  favourably  with  other  centres  throughout 
the  country  where  similar  information  is  available.  It  has  to  be 
remembered  that  Wakefield  is  situated  in  the  centre  of 
considerable  mining  activity  and  no  doubt  a  good  deal  of  the 
soot  deposit  drifts  into  the  City  from  areas  outside. 

During  1947  the  fuel  problem  was  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  whole  nation,  particularly  during  the  fuel  crisis  in  February, 
and  this  may  prove  of  lasting  value  to  smoke  abatement.  The 
public  and  others  directly  concerned  with  the  use  of  coal  are 
becoming  more  conscious  of  the  need  for  care  in  its  use  both  from 
the  point  of  view  of  shortage  and  its  economical  value  and  it  is 
becoming  more  recognised  that  if  fuels  are  used  more  efficiently 
the  present  supply  of  coal  would  be  ample  to  meet  every  need. 

At  the  present  time,  a  good  deal  of  smoke  emission  is  due 
to  inferior  quality  coals  which  owners  of  steam  raising  plant  are 
compelled  to  use,  and  the  remedy  of  this  would  no  doubt  be  of 
benefit  by  reducing  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  and  would  lead 
to  increased  efficiency  in  the  boiler  house. 

The  whole  question  of  smoke  abatement  is  bound  up  with 
the  economic  situation  at  present  prevailing  and  until  a  number 
of  the  difficulties  existing  have  been  removed,  progress  in  this 
important  work  will  be  greatly  retarded.  In  any  case,  the 
tendency  to  efficiency  in  the  use  of  fuels  looks  as  if  it  has  come  to 
stay,  and  this  is  bound,  in  the  long  run,  to  assist  in  smoke 
prevention. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  were  being  made  to 
commence  a  course  of  lectures  for  works  and  plant  engineers  at 
the  Technical  College  during  the  early  part  of  1948.  The  course 
included  eight  lectures  dealing  with  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  fuel  using  plants  and  a  total  of  27  students 
enrolled  for  the  course. 

We  have  again  to  tender  our  thanks  to  J.  H.  Garner,  Esq., 
B.Sc.,  Chief  Inspector  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  Rivers 
Board,  for  the  continued  interest  and  valuable  assistance  in 
undertaking  the  analyses  of  atmospheric  deposits  collected  from 
the  gauges  in  the  City,

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RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  work  of  rat  repression  continued  to  <  make  progress 
during  the  year,  and  the  survey  mentioned  in  the  last  Annual 
Report  had  been  completed,  with  the  exception  of  Alverthorpe 
Ward  and  a. small  area  of  Sandal  Ward. 

During  the  course  of  the  survey  the  City  was  divided  into 
convenient  areas  and  a  thorough  inspection  made  for  evidence  of 
rat  infestation.  Premises  found  to  be  infested  were  dealt  with 
by  the  block  control  methods  advised  by  the  Ministry  of  Food 
and  the  operations  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  In  addition  in 
certain  cases  it  was  necessary  to  ask  for  the  premises  to  be  made 
proof  against  further  infestation. 

At  the  present  time  two  Rodent  Operators  are  engaged  on 
this  work,  a  second  operator  being  appointed  in  July  at  the 
instigation  of  the  Ministry.

Forty  samples  of  “  Pasteurised  ”  milk  and  two  samples  of 
“  Tuberculin  Tested  Pasteurised  ”  milk  were  subjected  to  the 
Phosphatase  Test.  The  test  revealed  that  in  41  of  the  samples 
the  milk  had  been  properly  processed,  and  one  sample  of 
“  Pasteurised  ”  milk  was  adversely  reported  upon.

Only  3  of  the  samples  were  examined  by  animal  inoculation 
for  tuberculosis  infection,  and  all  gave  satisfactory  results.

The  number  of  licences  in  operation  in  1947  in  respect  of 
special  designated  milks  increased  by  13.  This  is  principally 
due  to  the  increased  demand  for  Tuberculin  Tested  and 
Pasteurised  Milk. 

General  Remarks  on  Milk  Supply. 

The  supervision  and  control  of  the  milk  supply  and  retail 
distribution  was  carried  out  on  similar  lines  as  in  other  years. 
The  results  of  the  bacteriological  examination  of  the  samples, 
which  was  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  show  a 
slight  increase  of  unsatisfactory  samples  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  This  is  no  doubt  due  in  the  main  to  the 
abnormally  high  temperatures  prevailing  during  the  summer 
months  and  a  glance  at  Table  I  included  under  this  heading 
would  appear  to  confirm  this  opinion.  In  the  previous  year, 
103  samples  were  examined  of  which  23  or  22.3  per  cent,  were 
unsatisfactory  whilst  in  the  year  under  review  115  samples  were 

taken  and  31  or  26.9  per  cent,  were  unsatisfac  tory. 

* 

The  number  of  milk  producers  in  the  City  was  12,  a  reduction 
of  one  on  the  previous  year  owing  to  one  business  being  discon¬ 
tinued.  The  number  of  milch  cows  kept  by  the  registered  pro¬ 
ducers  being  approximately  240. 

As  previously  stated  the  greater  proportion  of  the  milk 
consumed  in  the  City  is  obtained  from  sources  outside.  In 
order  to  obtain  an  accurate  picture  of  the  milk  supply  distributed 
in  the  City  the  usual  census  was  made  in  the  middle  of  the  year 
and  the  following  details  show  the  position  at  that  time, 
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The  total  daily  consumption  from  all  sources  was  4,312 
gallons  and  of  this  only  509  gallons  were  produced  within  the 
City  the  remainder  being  brought  in  from  outside  sources. 

The  milk  distributed  in  the  City  under  special  designations 
was  as  follows  : —  Tuberculin  Tested  44  gallons  ;  Accredited  128 
gallons ;  Pasteurised  2,069  gallons.  All  this  milk  is  sold  in 
capped  bottles,  and  in  addition  203  gallons  of  ordinary  milk  was 
supplied  in  capped  bottles. 

It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  slightly  over  50  per  cent,  of 
the  milk  is  distributed  in  capped  bottles. 

Of  the  total  milk  consumed  daily,  2372  gallons  had  been 
subject  to  some  form  of  heat  treatment.  The  total  milk 
distributed  is  423  gallons  less  than  in  1946  and  the  daily  amount 
consumed  per  head  of  the  population  was  0.59  of  a  pint  against 
0.69  of  a  pint  in  1946. 

It  was  found  that  producers  and  retailers  endeavoured  to 
carry  out  the  requirements  necessary  to  put  out  for  consumption 
a  wholesome  and  pure  supply  and  this  is  creditable  when  it  is 
considered  that  the  position  as  to  labour  and  the  supply  of 
equipment  remains  most  difficult. 

Whilst  everything  possible  is  done  by  the  producer  and 
retailer  to  safeguard  the  milk  supply,  it  is  disapponting  to  find 
that  full  co-operation  is  not  always  forthcoming  from  the  house¬ 
holders  and  other  consumers.  A  great  deal  could  be  done  by 
those  mentioned  if  milk  could  receive  proper  attention  and 
protection  after  leaving  the  salesman.  It  ^  often  found  that 
milk  is  left  on  doorsteps  and  other  places  for  hours,  exposed  to 
varied  forms  of  contamination,  and  this  renders  the  efforts  made 
by  the  producer  and  others  futile.  The  same  remarks  apply  to 
the  cleanliness  of  bottles  after  leaving  the  home,  and  much 
labour  would  be  saved  at  the  dairy  if  bottles  were  returned  in  a 
reasonablv  clean  condition.  After  all,  these  matters  are  for  the 
general  benefit  of  all  and,  in  particular  those  who  consume  the 
milk. 

ICE  CREAM. 

Section  110  of  the  Wakefield  Corporation  Act,  1938,  requires 
that  premises  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  the  sale,  or 
manufacture  for  the  purpose  of  sale  of  any  commodity  consisting 
of  ice-cream  or  any  substance  similar  thereto  or  the  storage  of 
any  such  commodity  intended  for  sale  be  registered  by  the 
Corporation.  At  the  end  of  the  year  1947,  thirty-three  premises 
were  on  the  Register,  four  being  those  of  ice-cream  manufacturers 
and  the  remainder  in  resp  ect  of  sale  and  storage  for  the  purpose 
of  sale. 
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The  various  premises  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  in 
some  cases  alterations,  both  to  premises  and  methods  adopted, 
have  been  effected  with  a  view  to  improving  the  standard  of  the 
commodity. 

The  premises  use  d  for  bot  h  manufacture  and  retailing  of 
ice-cream  have  been  generally  well  maintained  and  any 
suggestions  for  improvements  have  received  the  co-operation  of 
the  persoir  engaged  in  this  business. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  Ministry  of  Health  published  the  report 
of  a  Sub-Committee  which  had  been  appointed  to  inquire  into 
tests  for  the  bacteriological  grading  of  ice-cream  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  recommended  that  a  trial  should  be  given  to  a  system  of 
grading  under  a  methylene  blue  reduction  test,  the  suggested 
grades  being  as  follows  : —

The  report  states  that  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention 
to  the  result  of  any  one  sample  and  suggests  that  it  would  be 
reasonable  to  expect  about  50  per  cent,  of  samples  throughout 
the  year  to  fall  into  Grade  1,  80  per  cent,  into  Grade  1  or  2,  not 
more  than  20  per  cent,  into  Grade  3,  and  none  into  Grade  4. 

During  the  year,  87  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  to 
the  County  Bacteriologist,  and  the  results  of  the  tests  are  set  out 
in  the  following  tables.

Examination  of  Samples  obtained  from  Retailers. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  retailers  of  ice-cream  and  the 
uncertainty  of  their  supplies,  the  number  of  samples  obtained 
from  each  distributor  was  too  small  to  give  a  reliable  indication 
of  the  standard  of  the  commodity  when  sold.  Thirty- one 
samples  were  obtained  from  19  retailers  and  the  results  of  the 
examination  of  these  are  shown  in  the  following  table.

It  will  be  observed  that  with  the  exception  of  one  manu¬ 
facturer  the  results  of  the  several  samples  submitted  for 
examination  fail  to  reach  the  standard  suggested.  It  is  however 
felt  that  some  progress  has  been  made  in  removing  conditions 
which  are  likely  to  cause  contamination  both  during  the  manu¬ 
facture  and  distribution  of  ice-cream. 
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It  has  to  be  admitted,  that  the  manufacturer  and  in  some 
cases  the  distributor  is  up  against  many  difficulties  in  obtaining 
the  necessary  equipment  in  order  to  comply  with  the  Ice  Cream 
(Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations. 

In  view  of  the  supervision  and  attention  now  being  given 
to  the  preparation  and  sale  of  this  article  of  food,  it  is  hoped  that 
future  results  of  the  examination  of  samples  will  show  some 
improvement. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

ANALYSIS  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

During  the  year  255  samples  (155  formal  and  100  informal) 
of  food  and  drugs  were  submitted  to  the  City  Analyst  (Mr.  C.  H . 
Manley)  for  analysis  under  the  above  Act.  This  number  re¬ 
presents  4.39  samples  for  each  thousand  of  the  population  of 
the  City  (i.e.  58,000)  and  is  above  the  standard  of  3  per  thousand 
suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

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Whilst  the  number  of  live  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Public 
Abattoir  showed  a  decline  during  1947  the  work  at  the  Abattoir 
took  up  a  large  amount  of  the  District  Inspector's  time  as  all 
animals  slaughtered  are  subject  to  careful  scrutiny.  In 
consequence  of  this  the  work  at  certain  periods  of  the  day 
demands  the  Inspector  being  in  continous  attendance.  The 
Public  Abattoir  has  been  used  as  a  controlled  establishment  by 
the  Ministry  of  Food  since  1940  and  in  addition  to  providing  a 
centre  for  local  requirements,  the  Public  Abattoir  serves  many 
of  the  urban  areas  contiguous  to  Wakefield. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  meat  inspection,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  deal  with  a  large  amount  of  food  at  warehouses  and 
shops,  and  the  list  of  foodstuffs  condemned  indicates  the  extent 
of  the  work  involved. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  methods  employed 
in  the  preparation,  distribution  and  handling  of  food  prior  to  its 
reaching  the  consumer.  This  has  been  necessary  owing  to  the 
large  amount  of  food  consumed  in  canteens,  restaurants  and 
other  places  having  greatly  increased  during  the  past  few  years. 
Many  of  these  new  habits  of  consuming  food  away  from  the  home 
appear  to  have  come  to  stay,  and  this  change  brings  with  it 
many  additional  risks  of  contamination.  It  is  also  found  that 
the  consumption  of  the  ready-made  dish  shows  a  tendency  to 
increase  and  this  makes  the  supervision  of  food  preparation 
premises  very  desirable. 

The  question  of  the  hygienic  condition  of  the  premises 
concerned  has  received  attention  and  action  has  been  taken  to 
ensure  that  the  buildings  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Section  13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  The  handling  of 
food  is  also  another  important  matter  and  steps  have  been  taken 
to  provide  adequate  facilities  for  the  use  of  those  engaged  on 
this  work,  by  installing  suitable  means  for  personal  cleanliness. 
This  requirement  has  involved  the  provision  of  soap,  towels,  and 
both  hot  and  cold  water,  within  a  reasonable  distance  from  the 
place  where  the  work  is  carried  on. 

In  carrying  out  this  work  we  are  hopeful  that  the  efforts 
involved  will  in  the  long  run  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  risk 
of  food  contamination  to  a  minimum.  At  present  many  difficul¬ 
ties  have  to  be  overcome  due  mainly  to  the  lack  of  labour,  the 
inexpereince  of  many  engaged  and  the  shortage  of  fittings  and 
materials  necessary  to  provide  reasonable  hygienic  facilities  for 
the  purpose  of  bringing  about  the  desired  improvement.  We 
have  no  doubt  that  by  means  of  education  and  propaganda 
and  an  increase  in  the  supply  of  labour,  many  of  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  features  now  encountered  will  be  eradicated.

Inspector  of  Factories  reporting  various  defects  at  factories, 
and  in  seven  of  these  cases  the  defects  were  remedied  during  the 
year.

Overcrowding. 

Ith  as  been  necessary  to  investigate  43  cases  of  overcrowding 
at  dwellinghouses  but  no  doubt  a  large  number  of  cases  remain 
undetected.  The  position  with  regard  to  the  overcrowded 
house  remains  a  very  pressing  social  problem  and  many  hardships  * 
are  being  endured.  It  is  at  times  most  alarming  to  find  how 
some  members  of  the  community  have  to  live  and  sleep,  and  in 
many  instances  the  health  of  those  concerned  is  being  greatly 
menaced.  If  only  we  could  see  some  signs  of  this  aspect  of  the 
housing  problem  being  solved,  what  a  difference  it  would  make 
to  those  having  to  tolerate  these  conditions  and  those  who  are 
endeavouring  to  remove  this  black  spot  from  our  midst. 

Houses  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 

Action  with  regard  to  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses  is  at  a 
standstill  and  many  properties  are  in  such  a  state  that  continued 
occupation  will  require  serious  consideration  on  account  of 
danger  to  the  occupants. 

A  number  of  the  houses  concerned  were  represented  as  being 
unfit  for  human  habitation  as  far  back  as  1939  and  in  many 
of  the  properties  the  condition  has  worsened  since  that  time. 

During  the  year,  six  families  occupying  houses  in  Clearance 
Areas  were  re-housed  but  a  large  number  of  families  are  still 
awaiting  transfer.  These  families  are  now  being  removed  from 
the  Clearance  Areas  as  suitable  alternative  accommodation 
becomes  available  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  anticipated  increase  in 
the  number  of  new  houses  will  allow  this  work  to  go  forward 
more  quickly. 

Houses  Demolished. 

During  the  year,  five  houses  included  in  Clearance  Areas 
w^ere  demolished  on  account  of  becoming  unsafe  and  dangerous. 

Vermin  Infestation. 

The  work  of  fumigating  municipal  houses  and  the  removal 
and  fumigation  of  the  household  effects  of  families  moving  to 
municipal  houses  from  infested  premises  was  carried#  out  by 
contract.  The  houses  and  household  effects  were  fumigated 
with  Hydrogen  Cyanide  gas,  bedding  and  soft  furnishing  being 
dealt  with  by  steam  disinfestation  at  the  Old  Fever  Hospital 
Disinfestation  Station,  Park  Lodge  Lane. 


During  the  year,  13  vermin  infested  houses  (12  municipal 
and  1  private)  were  dealt  with  and  in  addition  the  household 
effects  of  40  families  were  fumigated  before  delivery  to  municipal 
houses. 

The  prevalence  of  vermin  in  the  City  during  the  year  has 
been  somewhat  reduced  in  extent  and  this  is  remarkable  in  view 
of  the  extraordinary  warm  spell  of  weather  experienced  during 
the  summer  months  of  this  year.  The  only  explanation  to 
account  for  this  change  is  that  it  is  probably  due  to  the  clearance 
of  long  standing  vermin  infested  premises.

determination  to  be  due  to  natural  causes. 
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No  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  any  of  the  cases. 
In  view  of  the  appreciable  fat  deficiencies  involved  in  Nos.  11 
and  13  an  appeal-to-cow  sample  (No.  14)  was  taken  on  the 
morning  following  the  receipt  of  No.  13.  Of  the  eight  cows, 
milked  by  machinery  and  stripped  by  hand  four  were  Friesians. 
The  11  gallons  of  milk  obtained  contained  only  2.76%  fat  along 
with  a  non-fatty  solid  content  of  8.40%.  The  high  proportion 
of  Friesian  cows  in  the  herd  was  doubtless  a  contributing  factor, 
if  not  indeed  the  main  reason  for  the  poor  quality  of  the  milk. 

The  following  samples  other  than  milk  were  considered 
unsatisfactory  : — 

Curry  Powder  (No.  30). 

This  consisted  of  92%  mixed  spices  and  8%  added  salt.  It 
is  felt  that  a  curry  powder  should  consist  of  mixed  spices  only, 
but  that  in  any  case  added  salt  should  not  exceed  5  per  cent. 
Seeing  that  this  was  an  overseas  product  and  one  for  which  no 
official  standard  exists,  it  would  appear  difficult  to  take  any 
legal  action,  even  following  the  purchase  of  a  formal  sample. 
Another  brand  purchased  about  the  same  time  was  free  from 
added  salt. 

) 

Custard  Powder  (No.  506). 

This  was  an  informal  sample  found  to  consist  merely  of 
flavoured  and  coloured  wheat  flour,  along  with  a  small  proportion 
of  aerating  agent,  instead  of  being  a  product  in  which  a  prepared 
starch  such  as  maize  (i.e.  cornflour)  is  the  chief  constituent. 
A  formal  sample  (No.  510)  was  subsequently  purchased  and  found 
to  be  of  identical  composition.  Proceedings  were  accordingly 
instituted  under  Section  3  of  the  1938  Act  against  the  retailer, 
who,  relying  on  her  warranty,  brought  in  the  wholesalers,  who 
at  the  court  proceedings  on  2nd  May  pleaded  guilty  and  were 
fined  5  guineas  and  ordered  to  pay  costs  amounting  to  1  guinea 
to  the  Corporation  and  4  guineas  to  the  retailer.  In  mitigation 
it  was  stated  that  the  article  should  have  been  sold  as  creaming 
powder.”  This  was  a  similar  case  to  No.  631  heard  on  8th 
February,  1943,  and  in  view  of  the  continued  shortage  of  genuine 
custard  powder  it  is  particularly  important  that  the  public 
should  be  left  in  no  doubt  as  to  the  nature  of  the  commodity 
which  it  is  purchasing. 

Ice  Cream. 

Two  of  the  five  samples  analysed  definitely  failed  on  cream 
content,  the  fat  percentages  in  Nos.  485  and  574  being  only 
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0.5%  and  2.4%  respectively  instead  of  an  expected  8%.  The 
fact  that  the  other  three  samples  contained  approximately 
6%,  7%  and  8%  indicates  that  brands  either  approaching  or 
attaining  the  8%  fat  content  are  available,  and,  in  one  case  at 
least,  at  half  the  price  of  the  articles  having  negligible  fat 
contents. 

Jelly  Crystals  (No.  107). 

These  consisted  of  gelafine  powder  (10  grams)  without  any 
sugar.  Accompanying  the  gelatine  were  two  powders  (each 
weighing  about  1  gram),  a  white  one  consisting  of  tartaric  acid 
and  a  brick  red  one  consisting  of  colour,  flavouring,  and  sugar, 
the  amount  of  the  latter  being  of  course  quite  insufficient  for 
sweetening  purposes.  The  crystals  themselves  should  contain 
a  high  proportion  of  sugar,  this  not  only  being  a  reasonable 
expectation  on  the  part  of  the  purchaser,  but  also  a  requirement 
of  the  Table  Jellies  (Maximum  Prices)  Order,  1946,  which, 
though  legally  having  no  connection  with  the  administration  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  nevertheless  furnishes  a  valuable 
pointer  as  to  a  presumptive  standard. 

Raspberry  Vinegar  (No.  549)  (Informal). 

This  consisted  of  48.2%  water,  45%  sugars,  1.4%  acetic 
acid,  5.4%  flavouring,  colouring,  etc.  The  opinion  was  expressed 
that  in  the  retail  sale  of  this  prepacked  article,  the  latter  failed 
to  conform  to  certain  requirements  of  Section  2  of  the  Labelling 
of  Food  Order,  1946,  in  that,  being  a  food  made  of  two  or  more 
ingredients,  and  not  being  exempted  by  the  First  Schedule,  its 
label  specified  neither  the  ingredients  nor  the  minimum  quantity 
of  the  food  in  the  container.  After  receiving  a  letter  from  the 
Town  Clerk  upon  the  matter,  the  manufacturers  expressed  their 
intention  of  obtaining  a  copy  of  the  Order  with  a  view  to  com¬ 
plying  with  its  requirements. 

Salmon  Paste  (No.  563)  (Informal). 

This  contained  only  63%  salmon  as  compared  with  a 
normal  content  of  70%,  this  being  equivalent  to  a  10% 
deficiency. 

Sausage  (No.  562)  (Informal). 

This  contained  only  36%  meat  as  compared  with  a  normal 
content  of  50%  found  in  beef  sausages  sold  in  1947 — a  28% 
deficiency.  No.  108  (Informal)  was  a  poorer  product  still, 
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containing  only  27.5%  meat,  which  is  even  less  than  the  30% 
minimum  laid  down  for  sausages  sold  without  qualifications 
under  the  Meat  Products  (Maximum  Prices)  Order,  1947,  (8.3% 
deficient  on  a  30%  minimum  or  45%  deficient  on  a  50% 
minimum).  Strange  to  say  there  is  no  maximum  price  laid  down 
for  sausages  sold  without  qualification.  It  would  therefore 
appear  that  no  offence  would  be  committed  however  high  a 
price  were  charged  for  such  sausages,  provided  they  contained 
at  least  30%  meat. 

The  remaining  samples  of  food  were  of  satisfactory  quality, 
and  included  those  important  respectively  for  their  fat,  protein, 
and  carbohydrate  contents.  At  a  time  when  the  normal  meat 
ration  is  highly  restricted  it  is  important  that  supplementary 
meat  products  should  contain  a  reasonable  proportion  of  meat. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  record  therefore  that  analysis  revealed  that 
the  samples  of  luncheon  roll,  meat  paste,  polony,  and  three  of 
the  five  sausages  submitted  had  meat  contents  varying  from 
46% — 64%.  Regard  has  also  been  had  to  the  quality  of  herbs 
and  condiments,  attention  being  paid  to  the  question  of  the 
essential  oil  content  and  cleanliness  of  the  former  and  the 
pungency  of  the  latter. 

Drugs. 

As  the  table  shows,  these  cover  a  wide  range  of  products,  all 
but  two  of  which  were  returned  as  satisfactory.  Exception  wTas 
taken  to  the  two  following  informal  samples  : — 

Compound  Tincture  of  Indian  Bark  (No.  560).

Although  not  recommended  for  any  specific  purpose,  this 
was  apparently  intended  as  a  carminative,  its  formula  stating 
that  it  contained,  amongst  other  things,  preparations  of  rhubarb, 
capsicum,  anise  and  cloves,  blended  with  syrup.  There  was 
however,  no  suggestion  of  the  presence  of  any  tincture  made 
from  a  bark.  Enquiry  elicited  the  fact-  that  a  preparation 
known  as  “  Tincture  of  Indian  Bark  “  was  listed  in  “  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Formulas  ”  issued  in  1929  by  the  offices  of  the  Chemist 
and  Druggist,  and  that  this  also  contained  no  extract  of  any 
bark,  but  was  of  similar  composition  to  No.  560.  The  Manu¬ 
facturers  on  being  informed  asked  if  a  more  suitable  name 
could  be  suggested.  It  was  felt  however  that  it  was  for  the 
firm  concerned  to  make  its  own  choice  based  upon  its  knowledge 
of  the  ingredients  used.

Licorice  and  Glycerine  with  Citrate  of  Ammonia  and  Iron  (No.  91). 

Whilst  this  contained  all  the  substances  mentioned,  the 
label  bore  no  statement  of  their  percentages  as  required  by 
Section  11  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941.  Moreover, 
in  the  absence  of  these  percentages,  the  desription  was  considered 
misleading  in  that  there  was  only  about  3%  glycerine  and  0.2% 
Citrate  of  ammonia  and  iron.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  by  whom  a  formal  purchase  was  made 
and  a  warning  letter  subsequently  addressed  to  the  retailer.  The 
substance  had  been  recommended  as  a  medicine  (in  accordance 
with  Sections  11  and  17  of  the  Act)  in  that  the  label  described 
it  as  “  good  for  the  throat  and  an  excellent  phlegm  cutter.” 
It  is  of  both  interest  and  importance  to  note  that,  where  there 
are  no  terms  on  the  label  which  recommend  the  substance  as  a 
medicine,  disclosure  of  composition  under  Section  1 1  of  the  Act 
cannot  be  insisted  upon.  (Potter  &  Clarke,  Ltd. — v — The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain). 

In  conclusion  I  have  much  pleasure  in  expressing  my 
sincere  appreciation  of  the  initiative  and  welcome  co-operation 
throughout  the  year  under  review  of  Mr.  W.  Roberts,  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector,  acting  in  his  capacity  as  Senior  Sampling- 
Officer.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  year 
in  respect  of  infectious  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis,  and 
excluding  cases  where  the  diagnosis  was  revised,  was  1381. 

A  statistical  summary  of  the  cases  notified  is  set  out  in 
Table  IV,  and  the  work  of  the  Municipal  Hospital  is  summarised 
in  Table  V. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  1947  was  133  as  com¬ 
pared  with  70  in  the  previous  year.  The  average  for  the  pre¬ 
vious  five  years  was  167.  The  number  of  cases  removed  to 
Hospital  was  119.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  1947  was  14,  as 
compared  with  22  in  the  previous  year.  The  average  for  the 
previous  five  years  was  57.  All  the  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Municipal  Hospital,  and  one  death  occurred. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

Thirteen  cases  were  notified  during  1947,  compared  with  1 
in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  cases  removed  to  hospital 
was  12,  and  of  these  one  died,  a  few  hours  after  admission  of  the 
patient  concerned. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Four  cases  were  notified  in  1947.  Two  cases  occurred  and 
were  treated  in  the  West  Riding  Mental  Hospital,  and  the 
remaining  two  cases,  which  were  treated  in  the  Municipal 
Hospital,  occurred  in  the  County  Welfare  Institution  and 
Pinderfields  Hospital  respectively. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

Five  cases  were  reported  in  1947,  all  of  which  were  treated 
in  hospital,  4  in  the  Municipal  Hospital  and  1  in  the  County 
General  Hospital. 

Dysentery. 

During  the  year  1947,  3  cases  were  notified  and  were  treated 
in  the  Municipal  Hospital. 

Smallpox. 

One  case  of  Smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year,  and  was 
treated  in  the  Lundwood  Hospital,  Barnsley,  by  arrangement 
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with  Barnsley  Corporation.  This  case  occurred  at  a  lodging 
house,  and  prompt  action  was  taken  to  impose  quarantine  on 
other  inmates  of  the  premises  until  all  known  contacts  had  been 
traced  and  vaccinated. 


Measles. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  1947  was  974,  as 
compared  with  21  in  the  previous  year.  The  average  for  the 
previous  5  years  was  471. 

Whooping  Gough. 

One  hundred  and  forty  five  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were 
notified  during  the  year  1947,  as  compared  with  223  in  1946. 
The  average  for  the  previous  5  years  was  170. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Immunisation  Clinic  was  held  at 
the  Principal  Child  Welfare  Centre,  Margaret  Street,  each 
Wednesday,  commencing  at  2  p.m’. 


During  the  year  1947  a  total  of  634  children  received  the 
full  course  of  inoculation  against  Diphtheria  at  the  immunisation 
Clinic,  viz: —  554  children  under  the  age  of  5  years,  and  80 
children  in  the  age  group  5-14  years  inclusive.  In  addition  16 
children  were  immunised  by  private  arrangement  with  general 
medical  practitioners.

The  City  Council  accepts  financial  responsibility  for  the 
radium  treatment  of  Wakefield  cancer  sufferers  at  the  Leeds 
General  Infirmary.  Both  in-patient  and  out-patient  treatment 
is  available.  When  a  patient  is  a  member  of  a  hospital  con¬ 
tributory  scheme  part  of  the  cost  is  borne  by  the  fund  in  question 
and  the  Corporation  does  not  attempt  to  recover  any  portion 
of  the  balance  from  the  patient.  In  the  case  of  patients  who 
are  non- contributors  the  Health  Committee  accepts  responsi¬ 
bility  for  the  full  amount  and  does  not  recover  any  part  of  it  from 
the  patient. 

In  1947,  52  cases  were  accepted  under  this  scheme,  35  con¬ 
tributors  (17  in-patients,  18  out-patients)  and  17  non- contributors 
(11  in-patients,  6  out-patients).

The  Wakefield  Corporation  continues  to  use  accommo¬ 
dation  at  the  Westmorland  Sanatorium,  Meathop,  Grange- 
over-Sands. 

During  1947,  18  patients  received  sanatorium  treatment, 
compared  with  20  patients  in  the  previous  year. 

At  the  end  of  1947,  7  patients  remained  in  residence.

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As  compared  with  1946,  the  number  of  male  patients  has 
decreased  by  8,  and  the  number  of  female  patients  has  decreased 
by  19.

Fourteen  new  patients  from  Wakefield  attended  the  Leeds 
General  Infirmary  Clinic  during  the  year,  9  of  whom  were 
found  to  be  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease.

Miss  Hilda  Walker,  S.R.N.,  S.C.M.,  who  was  appointed  by 
the  West  Riding  County  Council  as  a  whole  time  Venereal 
Diseases  Social  Worker,  commenced  duty  on  3rd  March,  1947. 
Miss  Walker  devotes  a  portion  of  her  time  to  work  relating  to

Supervision  of  Midwives. 

Notice  of  Intention  to  Practise. 

During  1947,  41  Midwives  gave  Notice  of  Intention  to 
Practise  in  the  City  of  Wakefield.  Of  these,  22  were  on  the  staff 
of  the  Maternity  Hospital  and  10  were  on  the  staff  of  the  County 
General  Hospital.  Six  were  Municipal  District  Midwives 
(including  one  Temporary  Relief  Midwife),  2  were  in  Private 
Nursing  Homes  and  1  was  in  Private  Practise. 

The  nineteenth  edition  of  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board,  issued  during  1947,  contains  a  provision  that  Mid  wives 
acting  as  Maternity  Nurses  shall  give  notice  of  intention  to 
practise,  and  in  this  connection  22  Midwives  gave  the  necessary 
notice.

Four  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred  and  were  notified. 
One  case  of  Pemphigus  was  notified. 

One  case  of  Ophthalmia  was  notified. 

There  were  two  Maternal  deaths  in  the  hospital  during  1947. 
One  was  a  case  of  Central  Placenta  Praevia  and  the  other  a  case 
of  Adherent  Placenta  with  shock. 

There  were  15  infant  deaths  in  the  hospital  in  1947 — 5  of 
these  were  premature  infants  admitted  after  delivery,  and  four 
of  the  others  were  due  to  congenital  abnormalities.  Of  the 
other  six,  one  died  of  jaundice  and  prematurity  and  the  other 
five  of  prematurity  alone.  Two  of  them  were  non-viable. 

There  were  23  still- births  during  the  year.  40  babies  were 
born  weighing  5J  lbs  or  less.  33  of  these  survived  and  went 
home  thriving.  8  premature  babies  were  admitted  from  the 
district.  In  3  cases  they  were  unaccompanied  by  the  mother. 
5  of  these  8  babies  died  and  the  other  3  went  home  thriving. 
4  out  of  the  5  were  very  premature  twins. 

Training  of  Pupil  Midwives. 

During  the  year  1947,  15  Pupil  Midwives  commenced  Part  II 
Training  at  the  Wakefield  Maternity  Hospital.  Of  these,  6  sat 
for  the  Examination  during  the  year  and  all  obtained  the  Final 
Certificate  of  the  Central  Mid  wives  Board. 
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In  addition,  9  Pupil  Mid  wives  who  commenced  Training 
during  the  year  1946  sat  for  the  Examination  in  1947  and  all 
were  successful  in  obtaining  the  Final  Certificate  of  the  Central 
Midwives  Board. 

Post  Natal  Clinic. 

444  patients  attended  this  clinic  during  1947.  The  total 
number  of  attendances  was  552.

Contraceptive  advice  continued  to  be  given  on  Friday 
mornings  to  patients  requiring  it  for  medical  reasons.

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

During  1947,  seven  cases  were  notified,  four  from  the 
Maternity  Hospital,  one  from  the  County  General  Hospital  and 
two  from  patients’  homes.  All  recovered. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

There  were  3  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  during  1947 
— one  occurred  in  the  Maternity  Hospital  and  two  in  patients’ 
own  homes.  All  recovered. 

Pemphigus  Neonatorum. 

During  1947,  two  cases  of  Pemphigus  Neonatorum  were 
notified.  One  case  occurred  in  the  Maternity  Hospital  and  was 
transferred  to  the  Municipal  Hospital  for  treatment.

The  care  of  Illegitimate  Children. 

In  accordance  with  Circular  2866  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
special  attention  was  given  by  the  Health  Visitors  to  the  Illegiti¬ 
mate  children  residing  in  the  area,  and  the  Senior  Health  Visitor 
gives  the  following  notes  relating  to  illegitimate  children  regis¬ 
tered  in  the  year  1947  : — 

During  the  year  67  illegitimate  births  were  registered  in 
the  City,  35  to  married  women  and  32  to  single  women. 


Of  the  35  born  to  married  women,  22  were  registered  in  the 
father’s  name.  Fourteen  of  these  remained  in  care  of  both 
parents  who  continued  to  live  together,  whilst  3  others,  along 
with  mother,  were  absorbed  into  the  family  of  maternal  grand¬ 
parents.  Of  the  remaining  5,  three  died  and  2  left  the  City  and 
were  lost  sight  of.  Of  the  13  born  to  married  women  who  did 
not  take  father’s  name,  5  remained  with  parents  who  continued 
to  live  together,  5  were  with  mother  and  absorbed  into  the 
family  of  maternal  grandparents,  whilst 'the  remaining  3  were 
adopted 

Ten  of  the  32  children  born  to  single  women  were  registered 
in  the  father’s  name.  Of  these  10,  7  remained  in  care  of  both 
parents  who  were  living  together.  Two  .more  remained  with 
parents'  who  married  after  the  child’s  birth  and  the  remaining 
one  was  absorbed  with  mother  into  the  family  of  maternal 
grandparents.  Twenty-two  children  of  single  women  did  not 
take  father’s  name.  Of  these  one  remained  with  both  parents 
who  were  living  together,  7  more  were  adopted,  10  stayed  with 
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mother  and  were  absorbed  into  family  of  maternal  grandparents, 
3  left  the  City  and  one  was  transferred  to  County  Institution 
because  of  destitution. 

The  care  of  the  illegitimate  children  remaining  in  the  City 
was  quite  satisfactory  and  apart  from  adoptions  and  one  who  was 
transferred  to  an  Institution,  every  child  is  in  care  of  one  or  both 
parents,  with  a  background  of  family  life. 

Burneytops  Nursery. 

The  above  Nurseiy,  which  is  situated  in  West  Parade  and 
which  had  functioned  as  a  war-time  Nursery  since  1942,  was 
taken  over  entiiely  by  the  Corporation  on  the  1st  Apiil,  1946. 
Up  to  that  time  the  Nursery  had  been  open  day  and  night,  but 
since  Apiil  it  has  functioned  as  a  Pay  Nursery  only. 

Accommodation  is  provided  for  47  children  (22  toddlers 
and  25  babies)  and  the  average  daily  attendance  during  1947 
was  29  (18  toddlers  and  11  babies). 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  average  daily  attendances 
were  24  : —  7  under  the  age  of  two  and  17  between  the  ages  of 
two  and  five,  whereas  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  corresponding 
numbers  were  34  : —  13  under  the  age  of  two  and  21  between  the 
ages  of  two  and  five  years. 

The  mothers  of  the  children  accommodated  in  the  Nursery 
are  practically  all  employed.  From  time  to  time  exceptional 
admissions  are  arranged  where  home  circumstances  have  become, 
for  temporary  reasons*  difficult. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  use  the  Nursery  as  a  means  of 
educating  not  only  the  children  but  also  the  parents  in  routine 
matters  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  children.  The  amount  of 
progress  made  in  this  is  discernible  on  studying  the  conduct  of 
new  children.  It  is  then  obvious  that  a  considerable  amount  of 
self-discipline,  self  assertion  and  amenability  to  instruction 
have  been  acquired  by  those  in  regular  attendance. 

At  the  Medical  Inspection  carried  out  in  December,  1947, 
44  children  (23  boys  and  21  girls)  were  examined.  19  children 
were  noted  as  having  defects,  8  requiring  treatment  and  11 
observation. 

Distribution  of  Vitamin  Preparations. 

The  distribution  of  cod  liver  oil  and  fruit  juices  to  children 
under  two  years  of  age  continued  throughout  the  year. 
The  distributive  work  was  carried  out  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centres,  at  St.  Catherine’s  School,  Agbrigg  Road,  at  the  Home¬ 
stead,  Alverthorpe  Road,  and  at  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service 
Headquarters,  in  the  Bull  Ring 
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Our  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  willing  help  given  by  the 
ladies  of  the  Babies’  Welcome,  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service, 
and  others  who  have  given  their  time  to  this  work
